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SEABY  MEDAL  DESIGN  AWARDS 

We  have  felt  for  many  years  that,  with  some  notable  exceptions,  the  general 
standard  of  British  medallic  design  and  manufacture  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  At 
the  same  time  we  have  noted  numerous  medals  which  wre  have  considered  to  be  real 
works  of  art  and  of  high  quality  manufacture  prepared  by  talented  European  artists. 
On  considering  what  could  be  done  to  remedy  this  situation,  to  stimulate  greater 
public  interest  in  Britain  in  good  medal  work  and  to  encourage  younger  British  artists 
to  experiment  in  medallic  design,  we  have  felt  that  it  was  essential  to  bring  medallic 
work  within  the  compass  of  subjects  covered  by  schools  of  art. 

With  this  object  in  mind  and  after  consulting  a  number  of  leading  figures  in  the 
field  of  commercial  and  fine  art  an  approach  was  made  to  the  Royal  Society  for  the 
encouragement  of  Arts  Manufactures  and  Commerce.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that 
the  Council  of  the  R.S.A.  have  agreed  to  include  a  medal  design  section  in  their 
Industrial  Design  Bursaries  Competition  for  the  academic  year  1974/5  which  this 
company  will  sponsor.  The  awards  will  be  in  the  form  of  travelling  bursaries  of  up  to  a 
total  of  £  1,000  for  the  year,  the  principal  purpose  of  the  bursaries  being  to  assist 
successful  candidates  to  broaden  their  knowledge  and  experience  by  overseas  travel 
for  the  study  of  art  and  design  at  first  hand. 

Under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  Harold  Glover  (formerly  Deputy  Master  of  the 
Royal  Mint,  now  Controller  of  H.M.S.O.)  a  distinguished  jury  will  judge  the  entries, 
the  following  having  agreed  to  serve:  Laurence  A.  Brown  (B.A.  Seaby  Ltd.),  Geoffrey 
Clarke,  ARA,  ARCA,  J.  Graham  Pollard,  MA  (Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge), 
Reynolds  Stone,  CBE,  RDI  (Faculty  of  Royal  Designers  for  Industry),  C.  H.  V. 
Sutherland,  CBE,  MA,  D.Litt.,  FBA,  FSA,  (Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford). 

There  will  also  be  appointed  a  non-voting  technical  Assessor  from  the  Royal 
Mint. 

It  is  anticipated  that  candidates  will  be  asked  to  prepare  designs  in  relief  for  a  cast 
medal  for  the  first  competition,  but  that  next  year  (and  in  alternate  years)  designs 
will  be  required  for  a  die-struck  medal.  The  subject  set  for  this  year’s  competition 
had  not  been  chosen  at  the  time  of  going  to  press. 

Candidates  must  be  British  subjects  of  either  sex,  not  less  than  17  years  of  age 
and  not  more  than  26  years  of  age  on  1st  September  1974,  and  (with  certain  exceptions) 
they  must  have  studied  for  not  less  than  one  full  term  since  1st  September  1971  as 
full-time,  part-time  or  evening  students  at  an  art,  technical  or  other  school  or  college 
approved  by  the  Bursaries  Board  of  the  R.S.A.

THE  NORTH  SEMITIC  ALPHABETS  AND 

“  GREEK 99  COINS 

By  Richard  Plant 

“Greek”  is  a  term  of  convenience  covering  practically  all  ancient  coins  except 
Roman,  native  Indian  and  Chinese.  Looking  through  Seaby’s  “Greek  Coins  and 
their  Values”,  I  have  been  interested  to  see  how  frequently  coins  are  inscribed  in 
some  sort  of  North  Semitic  script — I  refer  to  alphabets  of  the  Aramaic-Phoenician 
family. 

In  this  article  I  plan  to  examine  these  alphabets  very  briefly,  and  then  to  look  at 
a  few  selected  coins. 

The  Semitic  alphabets  are : 

1 .  Written  from  right  to  left. 

2.  They  all  consist  of  more  or  less  the  same  twenty-two  letters,  which  were  all 
originally  consonants. 

3.  They  do  not  include  short  vowels  at  all,  though  they  have  adapted  certain 
of  the  consonants  for  use  as  long  vowels. 

To  give  instances,  the  word  “London”  would  be  written  N  d  n  i.,  writing 
from  right  to  left  and  omitting  short  vowels.  Similarly  “Birmingham”  would  be 
M  H  G  N  M  R  B,  i.e.  BRMNGHM. 

The  consonant  “y”  is  used  also  as  the  long  “i”  vowel  and  the  “v,  w”  letter  is 
used  as  long  “u”  or  “o”.  The  first  letter  of  the  alphabet  aleph ,  having  lost  any 
consonantal  pronunciation  it  may  have  had,  is  used  at  the  beginning  of  a  word  as  a 
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‘‘vowel-holder”,  allowing  that  word  to  start  with  a  vowel,  and  if  used  elsewhere  in  a 
word  has  a  tendency  to  be  used  as  the  long  “a”  vowel. 

The  letter  I  call  ain  is  a  sort  of  glottal  stop,  which  though  we  find  it  difficult  to 
pronounce  is  quite  a  definite  consonant  as  far  as  Semitic  people  are  concerned. 

A  main  difficulty  of  these  scripts  is  the  way  that  a  letter  many  vary  considerably 
in  shape,  almost  from  one  coin  to  the  next.  Further,  there  are  often  two  or  three 
letters  which  look  alike.  Because  these  alphabets  are  so  variable  many  of  the  older 
coin  books  find  it  a  convenience  to  transliterate  legends  into  Hebrew  as  a  sort  of 
half-way  stage  before  bringing  them  into  our  own  script.  Hebrew  has  the  double 
advantage  of  being  ancient  in  the  essential  characteristics  of  the  basic  twenty-two 
letters,  etc.;  but  modern  in  the  sense  that  it  is  “static”  and  that  the  individual  letters 
are  quite  distinct  from  each  other.  I  intend  to  use  Hebrew  as  a  “half-way  alphabet”  too. 

I  now  give  a  list  of  the  Hebrew  alphabet — note  that  the  shape  of  five  of  the 
letters  is  different  if  they  occur  at  the  end  of  a  word — together  with  the  letters  in 
Aramaic  script  which  occur  on  the  coins  illustrated  in  the  rest  of  the  article.

At  this  point  we  turn  to  specific  examples.  Firstly,  three  towns  in  North-West 
Sicily:  Solus,  Panormus,  and  Motya.  Around  400  B.c.  this  area  was  occupied  by  the 
Carthaginians  who  struck  Greek-looking  coins  bearing  Phoenician  legends. 


The  coin  of  Aiotya  is  quite  straightforward,  with  the  name  close  to  the  Greek 

form  -^10^  the  equivalent  of  the  Hebrew  ^  1  —  m  t  w  a. 

The  coin  of  Motya  is  quite  straightforward,  with  the  name  close  to  the  Greek 

form  ^  1  U  (the  equivalent  of  the  Hebrew  M  1  10&)  —  M  T  w  A. 


Panormus,  though,  as  this  coin  shows,  has  a  completely  different  name.  It  reads 
(Hebrew  {  '  'S)  Z  I  z,  a  name  which  comes  from  the  root  meaning 

“blossom”. 


This  coin  of  Solus  has  a  Phoenician  name  meaning  “village”,  and  it  reads 
41  3  ^  W  (Hebrew  X"i33)kpra.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Llanelli  soldier’s  VC  bought.  A  Victoria  Cross  awarded  to  a  Llanelli  soldier  during  the 
First  World  War  has  been  bought  by  the  Royal  Regiment  of  Wales  and  will  remain  on  show  at 
the  Regimental  Museum.  The  medal  was  won  by  Sergeant  Ivor  Rees,  serving  in  France 
in  July,  1917.  He  was  decorated  for  “conspicuous  bravery  in  attack”  when  his  platoon  came 
under  heavy  fire  from  an  enemy  machine  gun.  Sergeant  Rees  and  his  men  outflanked  the 
horse-drawn  machine  gun  and  the  young  soldier  made  20  yards  under  fire  before  shooting  one 
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of  the  enemy  and  bayoneting  another.  He  then  bombed  a  gun  implacement,  killing  five  and 
capturing  30,  two  of  whom  were  officers. 

There  are  13  VCs  on  show  at  the  museum  at  present  and  Sergeant  Rees’  other  medals — 
victory  and  service  medals-will  also  be  included  in  the  show  case.  The  purchase  of  the  Llanelli 
soldiers’  medals  has  been  supported  by  the  Swansea  branch  of  the  Comrades  of  the  Royal  Regi¬ 
ment  of  Wales. — South  Wales  Evening  Post ,  10th  July,  1974. 

New  Churchill  crown  out  soon.  A  new  25p  coin  to  commemorate  the  centenary  of  the 
birth  of  Sir  Winston  Churchill — later  this  year — is  to  be  issued  by  the  Isle  of  Man  Government. 
The  new  Churchill  Centenary  Crown  will  be  made  of  silver  or  of  cupro-nickel.  On  the  obverse 
side  of  the  coins  there  will  be  an  effigy  of  the  Queen  with  the  inscription  “Isle  of  Man,  Elizabeth 
II,  1974,”  and  on  the  reverse  an  effigy  of  Sir  Winston  Churchill  encircled  with  a  Celtic  ring  chain 
and  the  inscription  “Winston  Churchill  Centenary  1874-1974.” — Manchester  Evening  News , 
16th  July,  1974. 

France  brings  in  50  franc  coin.  France  will  today  introduce  a  50  franc  coin — one  of  the 
largest,  heaviest  and  most  valuable  ever  produced.  Its  face  value  will  be  equivalent  to  about  £4. 
The  coin,  which  wili  include  a  small  quantity  of  pure  silver,  is  intended  primarily  for  collectors. 
Daily  Telegraph ,  31st  July,  1974. 

100m  blanks.  The  Birmingham  Mint  have  secured  an  order  for  over  100m  blanks  for  Malay¬ 
sian  coins  for  delivery  in  1975.  The  order,  placed  by  the  Malaysian  Mint  in  Selangor,  is  for 
cupro  nickel  blanks  for  coins  in  5,  10, 20  and  50  cent  denominations,  and  was  won  in  the  face 
of  strong  international  competition. — Glasgozv  Herald ,  July,  1974. 

Coin  find.  A  rich  coin  find  on  the  Baltic  Coast  proves  the  existence  of  a  trade  route  from 
Arabia  to  Scandinavia  in  the  ninth  century.  The  coins  were  found  at  Ralswiek  village  on  the 
Isle  of  Ruegen  during  archaeological  research  conducted  by  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  the 
German  Democratic  Republic.  Scientists  and  students  discovered  a  three-kilogramme  silver 
treasure  consisting  of  some  400  intact  Arab  coins  and  about  1,800  coin  fragments  during 
excavation  work.  At  first  examination  after  complicated  restoration  work  shows  that  they  were 
coined  in  the  year  842.  Most  of  the  coins  which  were  probably  buried  around  850  come  from  an 
area  which  is  now  Iraq  and  Iran,  but  some  of  them  stem  from  an  area  south  of  the  Caspian  Sea 
and  from  the  then  Arabian  part  of  Spain. — Ceylon  Observer,  Colombo,  16th  July,  1974.

FRENCH 

Jettons  or  casting-counters  first  appeared  in 
France  about  the  beginning  of  the  13th  cen¬ 
tury.  The  word  derives  from  the  French  verb 
jeter,  ‘to  throw’  or  ‘to  push’,  because  the 
operation  of  calculating  with  jettons  consisted 
in  shifting  them  from  one  position  to  another 
on  a  chequered  board  or  cloth.  With  the 
spread  of  trade,  merchants  had  to  reckon  such 
large  sums  that  the  lengthy  Roman  numerals 
were  too  unwieldy,  but  by  placing  the  coun¬ 
ters  in  different  squares  they  could  add  and 
subtract  from  1  to  1,000  quite  easily.  Early 
types  all  have  a  shield  on  the  obverse  which 
was  gradually  replaced  by  coats  of  arms. 
Various  legends  were  in  use,  some  stating 
they  were  jettons,  not  coins,  and  others  of  a 
religious  or  sentimental  nature  such  as  Ave 
Maria,  orJVive  L’ Amour.  These  were  in  Lom- 
bardic  lettering  until  the  16th  century.  Usually

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THE  R.A.F.  IN  THE  YANGTSE— APRIL  1949

The  story  of  events  in  the  Yangtse  River  in  April  1949  is  familiar  to  most  medal 
collectors.  Indeed,  many  enthusiasts  can  provide  an  immediate  rundown  on  the  story 
of  the  Naval  General  Service  Medal,  with  the  bar  “Yangtse”,  awarded  to  the  crews 
of  H.M.S.  Amethyst  and  other  Royal  Navy  ships  in  the  vicinity.  Perhaps  fewer  col¬ 
lectors  are  aware  that  the  same  medal  was  awarded  to  the  personnel  aboard  a  Royal 
Air  Force  Sunderland  flying  boat  despatched  to  assist  Amethyst ,  and  perhaps  even 
fewer  are  acquainted  with  the  hair-raising  episode  involving  this  aircraft’s  attempts 
to  assist  the  beleaguered  frigate. 

On  the  morning  of  20th  April,  1949,  information  reached  Air  Headquarters  Hong 
Kong  that  H.M.S.  Amethyst  had  been  damaged  by  Communist  gunfire  and  was 
aground  in  the  Yangtse  River.  The  Royal  Navy  authorities  asked  that  a  Sunderland 
Flying  Boat  should  be  made  available  to  bring  assistance  to  Amethyst  either  by  land¬ 
ing  on  the  river  alongside  or  by  dropping  supplies  from  the  air.  On  Thursday  21st 
April,  1949,  Sunderland  ML  772  of  No  88  Squadron  R.A.F.  took  off  from  R.A.F. 
Kai  Tak  (Hong  Kong)  with  the  following  personnel  on  board :

Flight  Lieutenants  Letford  and  Marshall,  together  with  Dillon,  Morbey,  Price, 
Doyle  and  Devaney  were  the  R.A.F.  crew  of  the  aircraft,  supplemented  by  the  two 
Army  privates  whose  job  it  was  to  arrange  the  dropping  of  supplies  to  the  Amethyst 
if  such  a  course  was  decided  upon.  Flight  Lieutenant  Fearnley  was  a  Royal  Air  Force 
medical  officer,  who,  together  with  the  Royal  Navy  doctor,  Surgeon  Lieutenant 
Morgan,  was  to  board  the  grounded  vessel  to  bring  urgently  needed  medical  assist¬ 
ance  to  its  crew.  The  Sunderland,  loaded  with  appropriately  packaged  medical 
supplies,  food  and  water  as  well  as  the  necessary  parachute  dropping  equipment,  set 
course  for  the  Amethyst's  position,  (32016-FN  119°521E)  observing,  en  route  in  the 
Yangtse,  H.M.S.  London  and  H.M.S.  Black  Swan.  However,  a  signal  received  from 
H.M.S.  London  ordered  the  Sunderland  not  to  approach  Amethyst  because  of  Com¬ 
munist  gunfire.  Instead  the  aircraft  was  to  proceed  to  Shanghai  and  await  orders. 
After  alighting  at  Shanghai,  the  crew  learned  that  conditions  aboard  Amethyst  were 
serious :  there  were  many  wounded,  morphia  had  run  out  and  there  was  no  doctor  on 
board.  Eventually  the  Flag  Officer  Second  in  Command  of  the  Far  East  Fleet  asked 
that  the  Sunderland  should  attempt  a  landing  on  the  river  and  transfer  a  doctor  and 
medical  supplies  to  Amethyst.  It  appeared  that  the  south  bank  was  held  by  the 
Chinese  Nationalist  forces  while  there  were  strong  Communist  forces  with  artillery 
on  the  north  bank.  The  Sunderland’s  crew  were  specifically  warned  of  a  gun  battery 
sited  approximately  2090  yards  from  the  frigate  and  of  the  strong  likelihood  of  small 
arms  fire  upstream.  Accordingly,  the  flying  boat  took  off  and  set  course  once  again 
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for  Amethyst ,  planning  to  land  in  a  creek  of  the  river  close  to  the  vessel  and  either 
transfer  the  medical  officers  and  supplies  by  sampan  or  dinghy,  or  across  the  neck  of 
land  separating  Amethyst  from  the  creek.  The  Sunderland  made  a  low  approach  and 
on  arriving  over  the  frigate  the  crew  observed  no  signs  of  hostile  action.  After  making 
one  run  the  flying  boat  alighted  and  taxied  close  to  the  grounded  Amethyst;  the 
engines  were  stopped  and  the  anchor  put  out,  a  standard  operational  procedure.  A 
sampan  rowed  by  a  Chinaman  and  carrying  a  naval  officer  left  Amethyst  and  pulled 
alongside  the  Sunderland.  At  that  moment,  the  Communist  batteries  opened  heavy 
and  accurate  artillery  fire.  In  the  midst  of  this  dramatic  and  dangerous  scene,  with 
spouts  of  water  from  the  shells  erupting  all  round,  Flight  Lieutenant  Fearnley  and  a 
package  of  medical  supplies  were  speedily  transferred  to  the  sampan,  and  the  naval 
officer  boarded  the  Sunderland.  At  this  point  the  sampan  made  off  for  the  Amethyst 
before  there  was  time  to  transfer  the  Royal  Navy  Doctor,  Surgeon  Lieutenant  Mor¬ 
gan.  Aboard  the  Sunderland,  it  was  decided  that  if  the  aircraft  was  to  avoid  destruc¬ 
tion  an  immediate  take  off  was  essential :  the  engines  were  started  but  it  proved  im¬ 
possible  to  pull  up  the  anchor.  After  a  few  tense  moments,  still  under  fire,  it  was 
decided  to  abandon  the  anchor,  and  the  aircraft  began  its  take  off  run,  down  wind 
and  with  the  tide,  covering  approximately  three  miles  of  river  before  getting  into  the 
air.  It  returned  to  Shanghai  without  mishap. 

The  next  day,  Friday  22nd  April,  the  Sunderland  once  again  approached  the 
Amethyst's  position  hoping  this  time  to  place  aboard  her  eight  naval  officers  and 
ratings  and  a  chaplain  to  conduct  burial  services  for  the  dead.  The  aircraft  carried 
the  same  crew  as  before,  less  the  two  soldiers,  as  no  supply  dropping  operation  was 
proposed.  On  this  occasion  they  found  that  the  frigate  had  moved  some  five  miles 
upstream,  and  once  again  the  aircraft  alighted  on  the  river  and  taxied  towards 
Amethyst.  Aboard  the  flying  boat  a  dinghy  was  inflated,  but  when  it  was  placed  in  the 
river  the  rope  to  which  it  was  attached  parted,  and  the  rubber  craft  was  swept  away 
in  a  6  knot  current.  At  this  moment  the  Sunderland  once  again  came  under  lire 
from  artillery  and  from  small  arms  on  the  northern  bank.  As  there  was  now  no  means 
of  transferring  the  naval  personnel  to  Amethyst — this  time  no  sampan  appeared — 
the  possibility  of  swimming  to  the  frigate  was  considered.  By  a  coincidence,  those 
aboard  Amethyst  must  also  have  anticipated  this  move  as  they  threw  overboard  a 
lifebelt  attached  to  a  line.  Now  with  shells  falling  all  round,  the  current  had  swept 
the  Sunderland  past  the  frigate,  and  it  was  realised  that  the  same  current  made 
swimming  impossible.  It  was  obvious  that  the  aircraft  risked  destruction  by  staying 
where  she  was, — the  wireless  aerial  had  already  been  shot  away — and  orders  were 
given  for  take-off,  still  under  artillery  and  small  arms  fire.  After  becoming  airborne 
the  Sunderland  remained  in  the  vicinity  for  45  minutes  when  shells  were  seen  falling 
around  Amethyst  and  she  was  observed  to  move  off  upstream.  Once  on  course  for 
Shanghai  the  flying  boat  descended  to  200  feet  to  avoid  unidentified  aircraft.  This 
manoeuvre  however  had  the  disadvantage  of  incurring  gunfire  from  the  ground  and 
she  was  hit  in  two  places,  with  a  bullet  passing  through  Pilot  2  Dillon’s  sleeve.  After 
being  pursued  but  not  fired  on  by  an  unidentified  aircraft,  the  Sunderland  eventually 
landed  at  Shanghai. 

On  the  next  day,  Saturday  23rd  April,  the  naval  authorities  at  Shanghai  again 
requested  help.  This  time  it  was  proposed  to  reconnoitre  the  Yangtse  to  note  the 
movements  of  Nationalist  war  vessels  with  the  help  of  which  it  was  hoped.  Amethyst 
might  extricate  herself  from  her  difficulties.  It  was  not  intended  to  alight  on  the 
river.  Accordingly,  the  Sunderland  carrying  the  same  crew  as  on  the  previous  day 
set  out  on  her  river  reconnaissance.  As  the  cloud  base  was  1000  feet  she  was  obliged 
to  fly  at  about  800  feet  if  the  recce  was  to  be  of  any  value.  She  soon  came  under  heavy 
and  accurate  machine  gun  fire  which  ruptured  the  port  petrol  tank.  Immediately 
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petrol  gushed  out  and  the  aircraft  was  filled  with  fumes.  At  the  same  time  the  hydrau¬ 
lic  system  operating  the  rear  turret  was  put  out  of  action,  and  the  turret  rendered 
useless.  The  Sunderland  took  evasive  action  but  refrained  from  opening  fire  on  the 
ground  marksmen  for  fear  of  inflicting  casualties  on  innocent  farm  labourers.  In 
addition  to  a  damaged  hydraulic  system  the  aileron  control  cable  was  partially  sev¬ 
ered  and  the  fuselage  peppered  with  bullets,  one  of  which  came  to  rest  in  the  navi¬ 
gator’s  computor.  When  the  Sunderland  alighted  again  at  Shanghai  after  being  in 
the  air  for  approximately  an  hour  it  was  noted  that  300  gallons  of  fuel  had  been 
lost  from  the  damaged  tank.  In  this  condition,  the  only  thing  to  do  with  the  aircraft 
was  to  return  it  to  its  base  at  Hong  Kong,  and  as  another  flying  boat  had  arrived  from 
Kai  Tak,  the  valiant  ML772,  after  hasty  first  aid  repairs,  returned  to  base  on 
Sunday  24th  April.  However,  Flight  Lieutenant  Letford  and  his  crew  were  retained 
at  Shanghai,  in  case  their  hard-won  knowledge  of  conditions  on  the  river  might  be 
required  in  a  further  attempt  to  assist  Amethyst.  This  was  not  to  be  however, 
and  the  other  Sunderland  returned  to  Kai  Tak  with  its  Yangtse  “veterans”  on  Monday 
25th  April. 

Their  bearing  and  discipline  while  under  fire  and  in  the  most  trying  conditions 
had  been  admirable  and  in  accordance  with  the  best  traditions  of  the  Service.  In 
particular,  Flight  Lieutenant  Letford’s  skill  and  airmanship  were  of  the  highest 
order,  and  earned  him  a  bar  to  his  DFC. 
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N.B. — Orders  by  Telex,  cable,  telephone  or 
mail  accepted  immediately.  Orders  from  per¬ 
sonal  callers  accepted  only  from  the  Wednesday 
following  publication.
